Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 23rd May, 1981, Shri Ganga Singh, Station Officer, 
received information about the presence of Murand[Mcora 
Thakur Gang in the junples of village Lohai. The presence 
of the gang was ascertained in village Dharna, Police Station 
Kuthond. He took the Police party of Shri Gyan Swaroop 
Rantogi, Station Officer, Jalaun and reached the said village 
at 10.30 hrs. While these two officers were in the process ul 
fixing the cordon to prevent the escape of any dneoit, the 
dacoits fired a volley of shots on them. They luckily escaped 
and successfully managed to plug the escape routes, Shri 
Ganga Singh passed on the information to Shri Uma Shanker 
Rajpai about this Ghcrabandi and requested him for rein¬ 
forcement. Shri Bajpai immediately rushed to village Dharna 
with additional force and alerted other Station Officers on 
his way on R[T set to proceed to the scene of concurrence. He 
took command of the force and posted offlccrs|men at strate¬ 
gic points. 

Shri Bajpai challenged the dacoits to surrender but the 
dacoits kept on firing. He alongwlth other Police Officers 
opened fire on the dacoits in self defence. He crawled fur¬ 
ther and took position behind a low mud wall from where 
they could effecthelv fire on dacoits. Shri Gyan Swaroop 
Rastogi alongwith other policemen was deputed to take posi¬ 
tion on the roof of the house of Onkar Singh fiom where 
effective fire could be put on dacoits on the first floor of 
Guttoo’s house. The firing continued and ultimately one 
dacoit namely Birje was killed after the sacrifice of one brave 
Constable Vishwanath Singh. 

Shri Bajpai put further heavy pressure on the dacoil, 
He further crawled ahead and took position on 'be eastern 
side of Guttoo’s house. He alongwith a Head Constable and 
a Constable climbed the roof of the house, made a hole m 
it and dropped four rifle grenades inside the house.
